As an organized means of carrying out the proposed plan with uniformity, and to insure success, (union and - 
concerted action is necessary,) we wonld recommend that in cach county a committee be appointed to ME wih 
us at Santa Fé on the 27th instant. 2 

It is probable that by a union of certain capitalists in the ersidory who are favorably disposed thereto a con- 
tract can be made with the Governor of the Territory for furnishing supplies the payment to be conditional upon an 
act of Congress providing therefor. In falure of which we would submit as a systematic means of raising the requi- 


site supplies the importance of appointing a committee in each county throughout the Territory, who shall be authe 


riced to receive and receipt for all donations to the general fund, such donation to be made in any article of provision 
most convenient to the donor, viz :—Beef Cattle, Sheep, Flour, Corn meal, Beans, Coffee, Sugar and means of trans- 
portation, these articles to be held by the receiver subject to the order of the Commander of the forces raised; the 
receipt given to be held as a voucher against the Government of the United States, should Congress eventually allow...
